ASSSULTED 8Y 


[By Telegraph to Thc Aco] 


Hot Springs, Va., Aug. 22.—In an 


address delivered to several thou- 
sand Virginia Republicans, who came 
to the mountain resort to celebrate 
"Virginia day," Judge Taft replied to 
William J. Bryan's -challenge, "Shall 
the people rule?" by saying that "the 
people have ruled through the Re- 
publican party." 


He referred to the first election of 


Mr. McKinley "as one of the mist 
effective expressions of popular will 
ever manifested, and the 
mainten- 


ance of thc gold standard, and a pro- 
tective tariff by his 
administration 


was a correct interpretation of the 
people's will. This was shown to be 
so," he continued "by even a greater 
majority for the party in 1900 and a 
still greater majority in 1904, when 
Roosevelt was elected, and we may 
well submit to the country whether his 
administration has not expressed the 
will ot the people." 


Industrial Depression Follows. 


Mr. Taft reviewed thc record of thc 


Democratic party from the time of 
the last Democratic administration, in 
1903. 
"During'this'period," he said, 


"it repealed the McKinley tariff bill 
and enacted thc Gorman-Wilson tariff 
bll of 1893. 
With the prospect of a 


Democratic tariff for revenue and un- 
der the operation of the Gorman-Wil- 
son tariff bill subsequently passed, a 
period of industrial depression set in 
which continued through 
the 
next 


presidential campaign of 1S9G. The 
remedy for this depression as 
pro- 


posed by the Democratic party under 
Its leadership was a change from the 
gold standard of currency and value, 
which was the measure of all pecuni- 
ary obligations to a silver standard— 
a change which would have scaled the 
debts of all by not quite 50 per cent, 
and would have produced a financial 
crash in which the business disaster 
•would only have been exceeded by 
thc injury to our national financial 
honor." 


As ,soon as the Republican party 


came into power in ]S97, he said, it 
repealed the Gorman-Wilson tariff bill 
and enacted the present Dinglcy tariff 
bill, and with the assurance of an 
honest monetary standard, confidence 
was restored and a period of business 
expansion and prosperity followed to 
an extent never before known in the 
history of thc world. 
Wages were 


never higher, he declared, and (he 
average standard of living of wage-1 
earners, farmers and of business men 
in point of comfort was advanced be- 
yond precedent. 


The Republican congress which had 


been elected with Roosevelt in 1901. 
Mr. Taft said, made 
a 
record for 


remedial legislation along thc lines 
recommended by the president, which, 
as he said himself, has never been 
equalled in our time. 
Mr. Taft re- 


ferred to the railway rate bill, the bill 
creating tho bureau of corporations, 
thc pure food law and the meat in- 
spection bill. "What has been tho re- 
sult?" he asked. "Secret rebates and 
unlawful discriminations 
have been 


. actually abolished. 
No monopoly of 


business in any line is now maintain- 
ed by a secret reduction of freight 
rates which is denied to competitors. 
I have no hesitation in saying that 
not since the beginning of the govern- 
ment has any other national admin- 
istration done so much for the cause 
of labor by the enactment of remedial 
legislation as Theodore Roosevelt and 
the Republican 
congresses 
clocfofl

Besides the 
tower already mentioned, which con- 
tained the dining room and two bed- 
rooms above it. the whole building, 
strictly conditioned by the shape of the 
hill on wh!r;h it stood, consisted of 
three rows of small rooms on the 
ground floor.

Newspaper advertising is to business what 


hands are to a clock. 
It is a direct and certain 


means of letting the public know what you are 
doing. 
In these days of intense and vigilant com- 


mercial contest a dealer who does not advertise is 
like a clock that has no hands. 
He has no way of 


telling folks what he's at. He can no more ex- 
pect a twentieth century success with nineteenth 
century methods than he can wear the same sized 
shoes as a man which fitted him in his boyhood. 


His father and mother were content with 


neighborhood shops and bobtail cars. They were 
the best to be had in their day. 
They were ac- 


customed to seek the merchant instead of being 
sought by him. 
They dealt "around the corner" 


in one-story shops which depended upon the im- 
mediate friends of the dealer for support. As long 
as the city was made up of such neighborhood 
units, each with a full outfit of butchers, bakers, 
c'othiers, jewelers, furniture dealers ar*d shoe- 
makers, it was possible for the proprietors of these 
little establishments to exist and make a profit. 


But as population increased, transit facilities 


spread, sections became specialized, block after 
block was entirely devoted to stores, and mile 
after mile became solely occupied by homes. 


The purchaser and the storekeeper grew 


farther and farther apart. 
It was necessary for the 


merchant to find a substitute for his direct person- 
ality which no longer served to draw customers to 
his door. 
He had to stretch a bond between the 


commercial center and the home center. 
Rapid 


transit eliminated distance but advertising was 
necessary to inform people where he was located 
and what he had to sell. 
It was a natural out- 


growth of changed conditions—the beginning of 
a new era in trade which no longer relied upon" 
personal acquaintance for success. 


The newspaper publisher, hitherto a gossip, 


a retailer of information, became a first aid to 
commercial advancement.' The shopkeeper, hith- 
erto a petty tradesman, began to grow into the 
dignity of a merchant. 


Something more wonderful than the fabled 


philosopher's stone came into being, and the be- 
ginnings of fortunes which would pass the hundred 
million mark and place tradesmen's daughters upon 
oriental thrones grew from this new force: Within 
fifty years it has become as vital to industry as 
steam to commerce.

Advertising is not a luxury nor a debatable 


policy. 
It has proven its case. Its record is traced
